but in the wild it feeds upon 
green leaves and blossoms, espe­ 
cially those of the encelia, and 
thus w ill be found m ore active 
during the spring flow er months 
than at any other tim e of the 
year. 
The desert tortoise occurs on 
both California deserts 
as 
far 
north as Amboy, as far west as 
Red Rock Canyon, and as far 
east 
as 
Tombstone, 
Arizona. 
Southw ard it ranges into Mexico. 
B ut in none of these areas is it at 
all common. In the Saltón Sink 
proper and around Palm Springs 
it is very rare. 


Name Confusing 


The generic nam e “G opherus” 
is 
derived 
from 
the 
French 
“gaufre” which m eans a waffle 
or honeycomb. This was applied 
to this tortoise because it digs 
burrow s in soft soil and super­ 
ficially “honeycombs” the ground. 
U nfortunately the common name 
“gopher” is loosely used to des­ 
ignate not only this reptile, but 
also the rodent w hich causes so 
much dam age in gardens and the 
bull or gopher snake which com­ 
monly feeds upon these rodents. 
The specific name “agassizii” is 
in honor of the fam ous natural­ 
ist. 
D uring the late fall, the fem ale 
tortoise excavates several shallow 
holes about eight inches deep in 
which she lays from two to five 
eggs. These rem ain buried in the 
sand, heated by the sun, 
until 
they hatch in spring. 
Dr. Loye Miller, who has ob­ 
served a tortoise actually laying 
eggs, noted that in oviposition, 
the front end of the shell was 
placed upon the surface of the 
ground, with the posterior e n d 
raised the full extent of the hind 
legs. This necessitated a drop of 
a full two inches for each egg, a 
drop which undoubtedly proves 
detrim ental in some cases if the 
egg should fall upon a hard su r­ 
face and crack. The eggs were 
laid at irregular intervals over a 
month. In captivity the eggs are 
all laid in one hole, but in the 
wild they are laid only one or 
two to a cavity. 


Egg Very Hard 


The egg of tortoise, contrary to 
many other reptilian eggs, is per­ 
fectly hard the m om ent laid, but 
the shell is so moist and translu­ 
cent th at a clear view of the 
contents is perm itted. A sm all 
gas 
bubble 
is 
usually 
visible 
w ithin. There are two layers of 
album en outside the yolk. The 
actual shell of the egg is extrem e­ 
ly hard and rough-surfaced, not 
glossy. The egg is sym etrical in 
shape, 
approaching 
a 
globular 
form. 
Young tortoises on hatching are 
but a little over an inch long, 
perfect replicas in m iniature of 
the adult. They begin foraging 
for them selves im m ediately, eat­ 
ing any available green m aterial. 
A sm all needle-sharp “tooth” on 
the top of the young tortoise’s 
head is used to cut its way out 
through the shell; this disappears 
w ithin a year. Common chicks 
have a sim ilar “egg-tooth” 
on 
their bills. The shell or plastron 
and carapace of the young is 
quite soft and pliable for many 
years, but gradually ossifies into 
a hard bony “box” w hich ade­ 
quately protects the tortoise from 
the direct heat of the day and 
from th e onslaughts of enemies. 
It has been thought th at the 
age of a tortoise can be ascertain­ 
ed by counting the rings on the 
scales, as can be reliably done in 
the case of salmon. However, Dr. 
Miller, after careful experim enta­ 
tion and observation, came to the 
conclusion 
th at 
the 
counting 
m ethod is unreliable 
in 
most 
cases, but that an approxim ation 
of age can be derived. The growth 
of rings is irregular and not de­ 
pendent upon rainfall or clim ate 
as in trees. G row th is very slow, 
w ith a yearly increase in length 
from two to 50 percent, depend­ 
ing upon conditions and the in­ 
dividual.

to fifty years of age are not un ­ 
common. 
Free Water Not Essential 
Free w ater is not a necessary 
prerequisite for the existence of 
the tortoise, although captive in­ 
dividuals w ill drink it freely, at 
w hich tim e an increase in weight 
of almost fifty percent has been 
noticed. No doubt in the wild 
state tortoises take a sim ilar ad ­ 
vantage of the rains. 
Defense is m ainly a reliance 
upon 
the 
arm ored 
shell, 
into 
w hich it can com pletely w ith­ 
draw itself w hen molested. When 
picking a tortoise up, one has to 
be constantly on the w atch for a 
copious discharge of a yellowish 
liquid. This is undoubtedly a pro­ 
tective measure. Enemies of the 
adult are probably few outside 
of man, but coyotes, badgers, and 
even ravens feed upon the young 
soft - shelled tortoises. 
Several 
diseases in the form of lesions of 
the head, shell, and bladder in­ 
fect these reptiles, and death by 
bladder-stones is fairly common. 
Hibernates 
During the w inter th e desert 
tortoise digs a deep burrow and 
hibernates 
until 
the 
foUowing 
spring. Sim ilar burrow s are made 
for sum m er use, to w hich the to r­ 
toise, after foraging through the 
day, 
returns each 
evening. 
A 
third type of excavation is the 
shallow depression in w hich the 
eggs are laid and buried, to be 
hatched by the w arm th of the 
sun w ithout further parental care 
or notice. 
Two loose sacs betw een 
the 
shell and the body are filled with 
w ater w hen it is available and 
stored for future use. Recourse to 
this supply was occasionally made 
by thirsty Indians. Recently the 
desert tortoises have been ship­ 
ped to the larger cities to be made 
into “turtle soups,” and this prac­ 
tice has depleted the 
num bers 
considerably in m any areas. Many 
others are carried off by thought­ 
less tourists as “pets” w here they 
survive unhappily a few months 
and then die. Still others are run 
over by motorists.

THE NEW DEBT LIMIT 


Sixty-five billion dollars! 
T hat’s what Uncle Sam and his 130,000,000 
nephews will shortly owe. It’s a terrific one-jump 
spurt, from a debt limit of $45,000,000,000 to $65,­ 
000,000,000; but the main occasion is the cost of 
making America secure against attack, and so the 
increase is accepted as essential. 
So much for looking forward. 
Looking back­ 
ward—to days before the Nazi horde began the 
rape of Europe, before there was a national call 
for rearmament, before Britain needed a dime of 
aid from us—the picture is black and inexcusably 
so. In the last eight years, the federal government 
has been running in the red at the rate of $280,­ 
471,312 a month, or $6,492 a minute, or $108.20 
a second! The total deficit of the eight years is 
nearly 27 billion dollars! 
That was peace-time spending, a peace-time 
deficit. The danger now seems that, with national 
income rising through defense spending, state gov­ 
ernm ents—including California’s—tend to regard 
it as an act of “economy” to balance a budget that 
has been unwieldy for years by the negative process 
of watching the tax income rise to meet it. After 
all, defense-spending prosperity is debt prosperity; 
a $65,000,000,000 national debt will be more bur­ 
densome than a $45,000,000,000 national debt—and 
unless state governments and all local govern­ 
ments, including California’s, economize to reduce 
state spending and state deficits, instead of spend­ 
ing on at the rate that was inviting financial trou­ 
ble in the heedless and experimental 1930’s, the 
final sacrifice will be grievous for every home own­ 
er, every farm owner, every taxpayer, every holder 
of a life insurance policy, every citizen who lives 
on the dollars he earns. 
It isn’t the new defense-spending debt limit 
that worries thoughtful economists so much as the 
seeming complacence with which the 
American 
public permitted the growth of the Frankenstein 
of extravagance that menaced prosperity before 
extraordinary war expenditure was thought of. 


LONG WAY FROM GOAL 
Some progress is being made toward rearma- 
ment—but we are still a mighty long distance from 
our goal. Newsweek recently surveyed the picture. 
According to it, on January 1 we had 4,000 a r m y 
planes—goal is 37,000. We had 2,590 navy planes 
goal is 16,000. We had 1,000 tanks and combat 
cars—goal is 6,500. We had 600,000 soldiers—goal 
is 1,500,000. A good many of the planes, as army 
men have testified, are trainers or are obsolete. 
And a large proportion of the soldiers are new con­ 
scripts, with a year to go before they will be versed 
in the military arts. 
So far, of course, the defense program has been 
largely in the tooling and plant expansion stage. 
And it will remain in that stage for some time to 
come, in the opinion of production men. Most of 
what we are producing now is going abroad. There 
is no expectation of building our own military es­ 
tablishment to formidable dimensions in less than 
a year. The navy program will require five years. 


BERNARD SHAW’S BONER 
Through half a long lifetime George Bernard 
Shaw has happily cultivated the quite wide-spread 
belief that his intellect is a thing of perfection. 
He’s high-hatted and laughed at the world in brainy 
glee. But now, in his eighties, Shaw finds his far 
past rising to taunt and dismay him. He is threat­ 
ening to sue a beauty of bygone days if she pub­ 
lishes love letters he wrote to her half a century 
a go—for he’s alarmed and jittery at being made to 
look silly. Most men will feel sorry for the old boy. 
But many a man who has been cast in the Shavian 
category of the dumb herd of mankind will rejoice 
that, at least, he remembered in the days of his 
youth the wise adage: “Do right, and fear no man, 
don’t write—and fear no woman.” Shaw’s boner 
was a common one—but common, it seems, to 
geniuses as well as gents of commoner clay.

FIRST HALF OF 


OF LEGISLATURE 


Slate Senator John Phillips 
of Banning and Assemblyman 
Nelson Dilworth of Hemet, rep­ 
resenting Riverside county in 
the state legislature, are 
re­ 
sponsible for 186 bills intro­ 
duced in the first three weeks 
of the present session of t h e 
state legislature. Of these 100 
were introduced 
by 
Senator 
Phillips and 86 by Mr. Dilworth. 
Among 
the 
most 
important 
bills introduced by Senator Phil­ 
lips were a series on returning 
relief to the counties, an act set­ 
ting up a departm ent of correc­ 
tions in the state penal system, 
one creating the Palm 
Springs 
Winter 
Park 
authority 
and 
amendments to the Palo Verde 
irrigation act. 
Construction and operation of 
systems to transport persons to 
Mount San Jacinto State Park, 
improvement of recreational faci­ 
lities of the park, particularly the 
ski and winter sports area are 
provided for in the bill. 
The Palm Springs bill explains 
there is no other state park with 
w inter sports so adjacent to a 
desert area such as Palm Springs, 
but Mount San Jacinto state park 
is almost inaccessible at present. 
The city council of Palm Springs 
would appoint the five-member 
authority 
and 
revenue 
bonds 
would be authorized to finance 
the undertaking. 
Relief Bills 
Phillips headed a legislative 
move to return relief to 
t h e 
counties and abolish the state re­ 
lief administration. H is joint fact­ 
finding committee reported relief 
expenditures were mismanaged 
and the-SRA overlapped county 
welfare departments. 
The Phil- 
lips-Daley relief bills would ap­ 
propriate funds to finance th e 
SRA through the current bien­ 
nium, then gradually absorb the 
relief functions into county de­ 
partments, provide for the fed­ 
eral stamp plan, surplus com­ 
modities, mobilize efforts to find 
employment 
for reliefers, 
and 
continue restrictions to hold down 
the relief rolls. 
Phillips had one of s e v e r a l 
bills to reform prison procedure 
in California, which would set up 
a department of corrections, un­ 
der the control of the state board 
of prison directors. 
A 
general 
manager 
paid 
$10,000 
yearly 
would administer the penal sys­ 
tem. One member of the board 
would be a woman, to give repre­ 
sentation to the state prison for 
women at Tehachapi. 
Institutions which would 
be 
under the new board would be 
the prisons at San Quentin, Fol­ 
som, Chino and Tehachapi; Pres­ 
ton school of industry at lone; 
W hittier boys school at Whittier; 
Ventura school for girls, farms, 
road camps and other p r i s o n 
camps, and the state parole of­ 
fice. 
A series of bills on the Palo 
Verde irrigation district 
would 
authorize the district to engage 
in the electrical power business 
(SB305); grant right of ways for 
electric light and power lines 
(SB545), 
and 
other 
technical 
amendments. 


Dilworth Bills 


In the first half of the present 
session Assemblyman 
Dilworth 
introduced 
bills 
ranging 
from 
m atters of local interest to na­ 
tional defense and proposals to 
increase the legislative control 
over appointments by the gover­ 
nor. He is also one of five mem­ 
bers of the housing and s l u m 
clearance committee of the last 
session who are sponsoring leg­ 
islation on the subject 
at 
the 
present session. 
Among the 86 bills introduced 
by Mr. Dilworth are some deal­ 
ing with housing, one of which 
would increase the requirements 
for establishing of housing proj­ 
ects. Five percent of the regis­ 
tered voters of the city or county 
involved would be required to 
sign a petition to the city council 
or county board of 
supervisors 
seeking 
establishment 
of 
the 
housing authority, instead of the 
present requirement of merely 25 
residents. 
Another provision would re­ 
quire consent of the governing 
body of the city or county and 
also the board of trustees of any 
local district involved before a 
project could be constructed. 
The second housing 
measure 


would increase the powers of lo­ 
cal authorities to prohibit contin­ 
ued use of buildings determined 
to be unfit for human habitation. 


Tries To Limit Power 


Dilworth had. a series of 17 
bills seeking to make nearly all 
gubernatorial appointments sub­ 
ject to confirmation by the sen­ 
ate. One of the series, AB2281, 
would apply to all heads of de­ 
partments, divisions, bureaus or 
agencies of the state and 
t h e 
members of all boards and com­ 
missions except certain agencies 
for which procedure is laid down 
by the constitution and the gov­ 
ernor’s personal staff. 
He offered a congressional re­ 
apportionment bill which would 
put Riverside county in a con­ 
gressional district with 
Orange 
and Imperial counties. The pres­ 
ent nineteenth district is made up 
of Orange, Riverside 
and 
San 
Bernardino 
counties. 
Imperial 
would be taken out of the pres­ 
ent twentieth district, 
leaving 
San Diego in a district by itself, 
while San Bernardino would be 
shifted from the nineteenth to an­ 
other district as yet undetermin­ 
ed. 
The shifting of congressional 
district boundaries is necessary 
because of the allotment of three 
new seats to California, increas­ 
ing the number to 23. 
Dilworth introduced one pro­ 
posal for a constitutional amend­ 
ment (ACA40), giving the voters 
of any county the right to vote a 
limitation on taxation. The meas­ 
ure will require approval of the 
people at a general election if ap­ 
proved by the legislature. 
Two of his measures were pass­ 
ed at the January session of the 
legislature. One was AB80, per­ 
mitting Riverside county to grow 
long staple cotton instead of be­ 
ing limited to the Acala variety. 
This measure carried an urgency 
clause and went into effect im­ 
mediately.

PROJECT NEAR 


COMPLETION 


Crews of the George Herz 
Co., San Bernardino contract­ 
ing firm, will next week start 
applying plant mix surfacing 
to the new stale highway be­ 
tween Banning and the junc­ 
tion of the Palm Springs road. 
They are busy this week com­ 
pleting the stabilization base. 
This is the largest construction 
project in the current state high­ 
way budget for this district. It 
consists of 11 miles of highway 
which will cost $367,305.45. With 
its completion there will be a 
divided highway from Beaumont 
to the Palm Springs highway. 
The stretch of highway be­ 
tween Beaumont and the Palm 
Springs junction is one of the 
most heavily traveled in the state, 
carrying a large volume of traffic 
from the Coachella and Imperial 
valleys as well as the traffic go­ 
ing to and from Palm Springs. 
Heretofore it has presented many 
transportational problems, th e 
chief of which was congestion 
due to trucks. It is hoped that a 
divided highway will eliminate 
this. 
Five of the six bridges in the 
contract span streams; the sixth 
is an overpass. Two of the bridges 
cross Stubby wash, two cross 
San Gorgonio wash and one 
crosses Fornat wash. An overpass 
is located near Snow creek, two 
miles west of Whitewater. At 
that point a loop design divides 
Palm Springs traffic from Impe­ 
rial valley traffic, the valley traf­ 
fic being routed beneath the span.
